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In May 1974, the Ontario Ministry of Labour 
conducted a survey of working conditions in industries 
thought likely to be sensitive to a revision in labour 
standards legislation. The primary purpose of the survey 
was to obtain data that would permit an assessment of the 
direct impact of proposed changes in Ontario's minimum 
labour standards. Most of the data obtained in the survey 
are being published in summary form in this document 
because they may be useful to persons interested in working 
conditions and labour market analysis. 
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INTRODUCTION 



Results of the Ontario Ministry of Labour Survey of 
Wages, Hours of Work, and Overtime Pay Provisions, April 1974 
are presented in this report. The survey was undertaken to 
obtain information on a number of working conditions including 
straight-time hctirly earnings, weekly hours of work, and initial 
overtime pay provisions for non-supervisory employees in selected 
Ontario industries. For the survey industries, data on some or 
all of these working conditions are provided by sex, office, 
and non-office employment, full-time and part-time status, and 
geographic region. 

The forty-seven industries surveyed were selected from 
the mining, manufacturing, wholesale trade and service sectors 
of the Ontario economy. In the mining and manufacturing sectors, 
all reporting units within an industry were surveyed; but a 
sample of firms was drawn in the wholesale trade industry and in 
the two service industries - welfare organizations and barber 
and beauty shops. A more detailed discussion of the survey 
methodology and the reliability of data is presented in the 
Technical Note. 



TECHNICAL NOTE 



Industrial Classification 

The data in this report are compiled on the basis of 
the 1960 Standard Industrial Classification Manual.^ All 
reporting establishments were assigned to an industrial class 
on the basis of principal activity. For establishments 
engaged in a number of different industrial activities, the 
industrial class was the one in which the largest net value 
added occurred, or where this information was not available, 
principal activity was determined on the basis of the gross 
revenue generated by various activities. 



Reference Period 

The data refer to the last normal pay period preceding 
April 28, 1974. If there was a major lay-off or work stoppage 
due to an industrial dispute during the last pay period before 
April 28, 1974 the immediately preceding pay period was selected.

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Employee Coverage 



The pay and hours of work Information collected in 
the survey refer only to non-supervisory office and non-office 
employees. Employee coverage definitions important to under- 
standing the data are as follows: 

Office Employees:- 

Office employees includes clerical, stenographic, 
secretarial, and non-supervisory technical personnel 
such as computer programmers and draftsmen. It only 
includes supervisory personnel who normally do the 
same work as the office employees they supervise. 

Non-Office Employees :- 

Non-office employees includes those engaged in 
production and assembly activities; those employed 
in storing. Inspecting, handling, packing, warehousing, 
and truck driving; sales and service personnel; and 
driver-salesmen and their helpers. It also includes 
employees engaged in maintenance, repair, janitorial 
and watchman services, and supervisors who normally 
do the same work as the production or service 
employees they supervise. 

Full-Time Employees 

Full-time employees refers to employees whose 
regularly scheduled hours are 35 or more per week. 

Part-Time Employees: - 

Part-time employees refers to employees whose 
regularly scheduled hours are fewer than 35 per 
week. 

Exclusions 

Rates of pay and hours of work were not collected 
for owners and managerial personnel or for super- 
visors who do not normally perform the same work 
as the employees they supervise. Also, travelling 
salesmen were excluded when there was no record of 
hours worked. 



Straight-Time Hourly Earnings 

In this report straight-time hourly earnings include 
the straight-time wage rate plus any payment based on an 



incentive system. Excluded from straight-time hourly earnings 
are premium pay for overtime hours worked » supplementary labour 
costs, such as employer's contributions to unemployment insur- 
ance, medical plans or other welfare plans, or special bonuses 
paid at management's discretion. Gratuities received by 
employees in the personal service sector are also excluded. 



Hours of Work 

Standard Hours of Work 

Standard Hours of Work refers to the regularly 
scheduled weekly hours of work for an employee. 

Actual Hours of Work 

Actual Hours of Work refers to the total number 
of weekly clock hours actually worked by an employee 
during the survey pay period. Actual hours may be 
greater or less than standard hours of work. 



Initial Overtime Pay Provision 

The initial overtime pay provision refers to the 
relationship between the initial hourly rate paid for hours 
worked in excess of standard hours of work and the straight- 
time hourly rate paid during standard working hours. 



Regions 

In order to determine geographic variances in working 
conditions, the data were compiled for five broad regions. 
The individual counties, districts or municipalities included 
in each region - Eastern, Central, Mid-Western, Western and 
Northern - are as follows: 

Eastern Region: 

Includes the counties of Prescott, Russell, Leeds, 
Grenville, Lennox and Addington, Northumberland, 
Durham, Stormont, Dundas, Glengarry, Lanark, 
Renfrew, Frontenac, Hastings, Haliburton, 
Peterborough, and Victoria; and the regional 
municipality of Ottawa-Carleton. 

Central Region: 

Includes the counties of Ontario, Halton, and Peel; 
the regional municipality of York; and the municipal- 
ity of Metropolitan Toronto. 



Mld-Westem Region: 



Includes the counties of Wentworth, Haldlmand, Brant, 
Wellington, Waterloo, Perth, and Huron; and the 
regional municipality of Niagara* 

Western Region: 

Includes the counties of Norfolk, Oxford, Middle- 
sex, Elgin, Kent, Lamb ton, and Essex. 

Northern Region: 

Includes the counties of Grey, Bruce, Dufferln, and 
Slmcoc; the districts of Parry Sound, Manitoulin, 
Nlplsslng, Sudbury, Algoma, Tlmlskamlng, Cochrane, 
Thunder Bay, Kenora, Rainy River; and the district 
municipality of Maskoka. 



Reliability of Data 

The reporting units for the survey were selected 
from the establishment files held by the Labour Division of 
Statistics Canada. Approximately 3,700 establishments were 
chosen from the establishment lists. As previously mentioned, 
a census was taken in each Industry surveyed in the mining 
and manufacturing sectors. A sample of reporting units in 
the wholesale trade and service sectors was drawn dues to the 
large number of reporting units in these industries. The 
results obtained from the samples were expanded by the appro- 
priate factors to provide approximate population data* Where 
a sample was selected, there will be some difference between 
the population estimates derived from sample data and the 
actual population parameters. The difference is due to 
sampling error* 

In addition to sampling error, errors which are not 
related to sampling may occur during a survey operation. 
Enumerators may misunderstand instructions, respondents may 
make errors in answering questions, and errors may be made in 
the processing and tabulation of the data. As long as there 
are no flaws in the methodology that create systematically 
occurring errors, the non-sampling errors will usually balance 
out over a large number of observations. In this survey, a 
vigorous effort has been made to reduce non^-sampling errors 
through careful design of the questionnaire, training and 
supervision of enumerators, and control of the data processing 
operation. 
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Employment figures In the tables are based solely 
upon the responses received* In the mining and manufacturing 
sectors, therefore, the employment figure given Is the total 
reported by all responding units. In the sampled sectors, 
wholesale trade and services, the total employment figures 
were derived by applying expansion factors to the number of 
employees listed by the responding establishments. 



Data Release 

Statistics are released In this publication only 
when they pertain to more than ten employees and three or more 
establishments.
